In case of the absence of the President, one of 
the Vice-Presidents shall preside in his stead, and in the absence of 
the Vice-Presidents the Treasurer. In the absence of the Treasurer 
the Council or Committee shall appoint one of their Members to preside, 

4. The funds and other property of the Society shall be administered 
and applied, by the Council in such manner as they shall consider most 
conducive to the objects of the Society: in the Council shall also be 
vested the control of all publications issued by the Society, and the 
general management of-all its affairs and concerns.

the National Service League, as Manager of Lord) Roberts's Field 
(Glass Fond, and:aince then the inahaeement ef the office work has. 
‘been mainly in the tianeds of the Assistant-Librarian, F. Wise, who has 
performed his’ duties in a very satisfactory manner, With the appro- 
bution of the Couneil he has now culisted. Armngements have been 
made by which members will still enjoy full postal facilities for 
af 
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borrowing books and ‘slides, ete., and will also have daily access to the 
Library, though for shorter hours. 


Changes on the Council, ete.—The Council record with regret the 
death in Februany last of their valued sometime colleague, Mr, F: E. 
Thompson, one of the earliest members of the Society, From Iga2z— 
1914. he served on the Council, and te the fast retained his imterest in 
the work of the Society, especially on its literary side. He was a fine 
scholar of the old school, while his personal qualities endeared him ta 
his’ colleagues who could always count on his help in any emergency, 

In the Rev. H, F, Tozer, Fellow of Exeter College, Oxford, the 
Society has lost one of ite few remaining original members, who served 
the office of Viec-Peesident for many years Mr, Tozer had as a young 
man travelled extensively in Greece and in European and Asiatic 
‘Turkey, and among his many contributions to topography may be 
mentioned “The Highlands of Turkey,” “Lectures on the Geography 
of Greece,” “The Islands of the AZgean,” and “The History of Ancient 
Geography.” He also edited * Finlay's History of Greece” for the 
Clareniion Press.’ 

Sir Alfred Biltotti, K.CB., well known to archaologists fram his 
excavations at Kamiros, in the "sixties, died at Rhodes in Jos, at an 
advanced age, He was one of the first four British Honorary Members 
of the Society, and was elected in 4882 when H.B.M. Consul) at 
Trebizond, The other three consuls elected at the same time were 
Mr. Wood of Patras, Mr. George Dennis of Smyrna, and Mr. Merlin 
of the Peiraus- 

Mr. William Loring, in civil life Warden of the Goldsmiths’ College 
in the University of London, Captain in the and Scottish Horse, who 
died of wounds on October zgth, 1915, was a much valued member of 
the Council from 1845-1907, when the pressure of ‘his educational work 
compelled him to resign. Mr, C. PF, Balleine, Mr. D, EK. Branclt, and 
Mr. G. L. Cheesman have also died on active service.* 

Among other members whom the Society has lost by death are 
Sir James Donaldson, Principal of the University, St. Andrews; Dr, 
Strachan-Davidson, Master of Balliol; Dr, Alexander van Millingen, 
Professor of History in the Robert College, Constantinople; and Professor 
W. Ross Hardie, of Edinburgh.

General Meetings.— At the first General Meeting, hell November 
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“poh, fats, Professor Percy Gardner read an illustrated paper on “ A 
new ‘Statue of Alexander the Great from’ Cyrene- 

He said that in June, 1974, there came to light on the site of Cyrene, 
in baths of the Ptolemaic age, which were restored under Hadrian, a 
colossal statue of Alexander, nearly eight feet (metres 2-30) in height (see 
figure) The figure is erect, the aeight resting on the left Jeg; the left 
liand held a) lance, of which some part femains; on the right side js a 
puntello, which seems to mark the place where a sword, held in the 
dght hand, rested. Over the left shoulder is the ent! ofa chlamys; by 
the side of the statue emerges the head of a horse, 

Ppofessor Mariani has published a preliminary accountof the statue in 
the Rend Aer Linc tors, Fle promises a fuller account hereafter. But 
the members of the Hellenic Society may be glad to have tn the meantime 
a bnief expoxition of the yalue of the new discovery 

That the new statue 4 in some sense a portrait of Alexander seems to 
be-clear: the head is quite near toa recognised type, Hut the horse's head 
emerging from the groond shows that Alexander appears in the guise of 
one of the Dioscuri, Castor and Pollux, by whose effigies in relics in 
the museum at Sparta the horse's head) sometimes appears. 

lt must be confessed that the statue, apart from the: head, is -not 
Gnteresting. [tis of poor work an conventional type. If the head had 
beer Jost it wenk! scarcely have occurred to us that it might represert 
Alexander, « But the head: deserves closer consweration, It i= turned 
slightly towitrds the right shoulder and upwards | the expression ds lofty 


and entiusiastic: andthe hair, ay in most portraits of Alexander, stands 


ap from the head in two masses, of which one falls towards either temple 
The attitude is exactly that described by Plutarch iy the most noted of the 
portraits by Lysippus, the head tamed ap. to the sky, the heck slightly 
twistel, vith -a manly and leonine aspect. | 
The actual forms of the features certainly resemble those of the Azara 
heal, whieh i, however, in so poor-a condition and so much restored that jt 
has no great vale. The attitule of the head, however, differs from the 
Azare example, anc is more like that of the head of the bronve statuette in 
the Louvre, which was regarded by Professor Wolters (deck Anz. 189s, 
p 163) as a reduction of the ‘Alexander with the lance’ by Lysippus 
The body of this stataette, however, does not resemble that of the new 
statue, which is squarer, more upright, and differently ponderated, 
lt is probabie that -frof. Marian? will have some -difficulty in deter- 
mining the relation of the new discovery to existing portraits. As regards 
attitude of feail) hair, and general type, nothing comes much nearer to it 
than the beautiful byonye statuette froin Paramythia li the British Museum 
(Cat. Bronsts, 277), which is shown by the conical felt cap 16 represent one 
of fhe Dieseiri Itcis tot improbable, therefore, that the statue really 
represents a Dicscunm with the teaditional fevtures of Alexander. From 
the photograph oné cannot determine whether the horse's head is horned 
or not: ifatishorned, thig would show’a close relation to Alexander. ft 
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will be wiser to postpone one's final apinion, ot this.and other points, ontil 
Prof. Mariani publishes his mare mature views.

On February Sth, ror, Mr. Hamilton, Saith, read a paper, 
itlietrntedd with lantern slides on “ol Greek and other Reliefs recently 
acquired by the British Museum” The paper tlealt generally with 
the votive and sepulehral Greek reliefs which have been acquire! by the 
British Museum during the last twenty-five years 
Most of the reliefe show and. disenssecl are published by Mr, Smith 
int the fowened, Vol XXMNVI, Part Among those not there published 
the principal subjects are the votive relief of Pan and the Nymphs; 
the relief of Artomis Benlis and the Torch-rncera; and the reticf 
published 78, SATE, PL Lo The: adeittion of the. central acroterial 
omament since that publication has established that the proportions ate 
thease af a votive and not of a sepulehral relief, 

Aminy the grave reliefs, besides these cliseyssed in the paper referréc! 
to, the rellef of e Slave Boy, ‘given by the Duke of Northuniberland in 
t852,and only lately brought into the palleries, was shown, This relief, 
long suspect, and condemned in ALM. Gis, of Seudpewre (No. 2,660), but 
defended by Cone (No. t,266), appears to be anthentic and interesting. 

A trapezophoron from the Temple Collection (Eras with a cock); and 
the lately acquired Altar of Hercules: Augustus (AZ. Vi, 301), were 
also exiibited, 

At the third General Meeting, held on May oth, Mr. G Tf: Hill read a 
paper on "Apollo and St Michael: some Aualogies™ The coins of 
Alexamiria Troas iilustrate 2 peculiar version of the myth of the foundation 
of the Smintheiin } the herdsman (Ordes) of the priest (Krinis) is guiced 
by a bull tothe grotte where the statue of Apollu is found) The Troad” 
Apollo is a sender of and preserver of plague (with which his sacred rats 
at mite afe associated) and also a god of herds, The use of cattle as 
‘puictes to sites of sacred places) is comma in various my thologies ; - Aid. 
the legend of the shrine of St Michael on Monte Gargano (on whieh in 
antiquity there was a ahrine of Caichas) offers a parallel to the Smintheion 
legend. The legend of Mont St Michel also recalls the theft of the cattle 
of Apollo by Hermes; there alsp the site ‘was indicated by'a bull There 
‘isa general resemblance between the activities of Apollo, the god of light, 
slayer of the Python, and the bright angel’ Michael, quetler of the serpent 
of Evil, There wre also clos analogies between the tyo as heulers, and in 
connexidn with plague. But while Michael's weapon is sword or lance, 
that of Apolto i is bow and arcows, The arrow js the symbol of pestilence 
during antiquity and the middle ages, as is proved. by literary references: 
from St Gregory onwards, and by the Italian plague-pictures:and German 
Pest-Biatter, The-association of Michael with plague i# illustrated by the 
Visiow of Castel Sant’ Angelo and various incidents and sages down 
to the seventeenth century, As healer he supersedes Apollo anil other 


healing deities-in Phrygia (especially at Chonae) and near Constantinople 
(the Michaelion), The art-conception of Michael as a dragoti-queller, 
in aceordance with the passage of Xewelation, first develops importance 
in the eleventh cestury; but though the idea may have been helped 
by the adoption of Michael as patron-saint by the Toombards, the 
development of the art-type is not due to Germanic influence. __

Finance.—The Income of the Society for the year shows a further 
falling: off whet compared: with last year, and. ia considerably lower than it 
was two or three yearh ago. This, however, was only to be expected in 
view of the many other pressing claims of the present time, but by eeverely 
restricting expenditure wherever possible the year's outlay has not exceeded 
the income. The fall in receipts for Members’ Subscriptions and Entrance 
Fees:js £70, which has been more than offset by a reduction in the amount 
spent on the Journal, The amount received from Subscribing Libraries is 
not lower than last yar; and leaving out enemy countries, the list does not 
appear likely to fall off in numbers. Asa result of the reduced outlay on 
the Journal, and some further economies under the various headings of 
general expenditure, the Income and Expenditure Account would have 
shown « balanced on the right side of just over £109, but for the fact that it 
hus been decided to carry to Reserve Account, against the fall in the 
market value of the Society's Investments, the sum of £100, and this has 
reduced the balance toa few potinsls. 

The Cash balance stands at £439, 05 against £472 last year, and the 
Debts Receivable: are £35 higher—practically an even. position, Against 
this the Debts Payable stand atefiz8, or 450 less than last year, an 
fiiprovement by that amount. ‘The amount of arrears of Members’ Sub- 
scriptions outstanding when the books closed was £168, but this amount 
is omitted In making up the accounts. 

Phe total of the names on the ordinary membership roll has dropped 
froin. oo ta 864. The total for the Libraries, including those in the enemy 
countries whose subscriptions it iv anticipated will be renewed after the 
war, stands at-218, as against 247 last year. 

it is almost inevitable that the membership rol) should suffer heavily 
again in the coming year. Several members are known to be abroad on 
active service, and these, at any rate fora time, are out of touch with the 
Society, More urgent claims must interfere in other cases, and the only 
way in which the Society's work can be kept going is by the practical help 
of all its Members. 
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By the introduction of new’ Members most valuable assistance can be 
rendered, andl itis oply in this way that the membership: roll can be 
maintained, (n this the strength of the Society's finances depend, and sin 
faras tt does not interfere with their public obligations the Counell invites 
the active co-operation of all of the Members to this end —_

| dvember tyth, 166, a GENERAL MEETING of the Society was held, 
ab which, id pines of the usual paper, Members were invited to express their views: 
on Hi Future of Hellenic Studies. 

Dr. Leaf, Prendent of the Society, opened the proceedings, and was followed 
by Mr. TOE. Page, Sie Clifford Allbutt, Professor Conway, Mrs. Haig. Professor 
Percy Gardner, Sir William Ramsay, and Mr, K. W. Livingstone, A communi+ 
cation was received from Sir Frederic Kenyon, who was unavoidably prevented: 
from attending the Meeting. 


‘The Council have summoned you to a consultation on the ertsie through 
which Hellenic Studie: are pow: passing, th is not a crisis whieh i4 peculiar to 
Greek stoclies; there is no institution, no ideal, no faith which is not -now being 
passed through the crucible, and forced to ter its foundation und its worth. But 
we cannot help) recognising the existence at this monrent of a tendency which does 
very specially affect us; a tendency whicli isthe direct outcome of the hideous 
gospel of brute foree which Germany has been striving to force upon the workd—a 
tendency to ¢kalt the materialistic wide of scienée, to restrict the: meaning of the 
word scjence itself, as though it were concerned mainly with mechanics, chemistry, 
and the other arty which can he directly applied to the destruction of human life : 
anid asa tesult to run down and discredit all ectence which deals with mun him- 
sclf, his Intellectual and spiritual powers, Tis higher aspirations and capacities. 
Against this tendency we are bound to protest with all oir power, 

"The Council of the Souety have thought that ther could bes serve the 
litterests of the cause which we all have at Ieart, by calling together the nwemlers 
for a cotsuliation on the position; and that in place of the usual puper which is 
read on much lin occasion we should meet for. on exchange of views, and endeavour 
to enlighten one another on the nieans by which we cat best protect our position. 
It ts not a moment at which much can he done by formal resclutions; Hf public 
opinion i to be influenced, it must be rather bys propaganda of Pedividieal 
members; aid we trust that in this propaganda each member of the Hellenic 
Seay will feel lt his personal wud private duty to take an active part. 

‘There will bo doubt be considerable differences of opinion) among us as Lo 
the steps by which our end can best be oltuined. Such differences are inovitable 
int a cause about which many. people hold strong views. | teist thet no one will 
hesitate to say quite fmnkly what he thinks; if [s our Dusiness i6 face the position 
WIThOUE any pretence or reserve; and it ts only by the most complete frankness 
that we can ascertain how best we can help ome another. 

“One more: pom} have to mention in these Peliminery remarks Several 
of our most tistinguished members jive kindly promised to address ue) Wut we 
hope that the discussion adil not be confined to them.  Inoerder to give time for 
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‘aewide-an expression of opinion .as possible, it is, 1 am. sorry to say, necessary to 
Jimin tbe time alloted to, each speaker; and I must therefore ask all who address 
‘ua to confine themselves to ten minutes. It is mot easy to. do so, when one je 
feeling strongly ; but if -you will ullow me these few minutes olrexily employed in 
Presidential business 4 an extra, T shall endeavour, i whut T have to say usa mere 
member of the Society, begiming from thie moment, to abide rigudly by this rule,

noonrages-a hope that no snch sale hoe taken place.’ In the meantime he 
was ‘in some forwantness’ with materinis to be used with the Government, 
anil in portiouiar a 'very-able frend” had drawn np a memorandum 29 to the 
comiderations nlating to thie real valuwoef the collection. 

The rumour were froe, On Moreh 18 Haoiilton forwarded a notifientiis 
of the wile, addingr thet he anilerstood thal the purcleser (Lord Goorge 
Cavendelt) desired to begin building in # fortnight.

The next day, Lond Elgin sent to London his conl-agent, Me. William 
Thomson, to be al Hamilton's dispiaal and inder his direction i super- 
intend every detail of the move, ‘He is «man af capacity, trustworthy, and: 
will accurately nbey any instructions he may recei Ve. You have only to say 
what is to be done, and allow him to report, to you,’ 

Qo March 21, Hamilton ®? reported Thomson's arrival, adding thet be 
had sent him im search of Pistol, the marble worker. The imminent crisis 
had also obliged him to take other measures, It was his intention to call on 
Lord George Cavendish, the new-owner of Burlington House, and * pot it to 
him whether for sucha national object he ought nob to take ixpon Limself to. 
dircet his Agents to hold back, even though ii may be attended with some 
pereonal aterifice to himaelf* 

On the same day Hamilton called on the Speaker ®? and explained the 
position, and wodertook to send ins Memorial which, the Speaker promised, 
should be enbmitted toan extracrdinary meeting of the Trnetews. 

He wrote accordingly, an the Speaker'a advice, to Planta, the Principal 
Librarian, proposing the deposit of the marbles at the Museum, on the 
followmg conditiona: ‘The ‘Trustees should determine: and indicate anch 
piace in the main building of the Musenom, the Garden; the Court or 
corridor. as they might: deem beat; the Trustees should choose whether the 
trandporh should be effected by their agents or those of Lord Elgm, the: 
expenses Lo be définved accordingly; the Trustees shonld pay for any sholter 
required to be erected: in the event of a saly the Trustees should have the 
refusal, ata price to be name! before the deposit: in the event of a aale to 
the Muasum ' Lord Elgin's funily shoulil he entitled to the same honour and 
privileges as have beew granted to the Townley family’ (i.e « family Trustee- 
ship); that, failing a enle, ths collection might be removed at Lond Elgin's 
expense at six months’ notice; that anangements for the admission of the 
poblic ete. should be wt the discretion of the Trustees. 

_ While sending on the draft of his proposal, Hamilton ™ pressed: on 
Lord Elgin that he would goon be called onto name a definite price: Mr, 
Vansittart (the Chancellor of the Exchequer) had said that this would be a 
sine quo non ‘The Speaker’ Hamilton reported, ‘who ie fond of the 
anbject, and loves to talk of it, confessed he did not think Govt, ould 
have courage enough, in these or any other times to propose any higher 
sim than £30,000 which was Perceval’s Idea long sgo—and both he and 
Vansitlurt still hang to the same notion.’

Stanley House (otherwise Stanley Grove), which had been lately acquired 
iv Hamilton, still exists, and is said to be the ofdest house now standing in 
Chelsea, In the exghteenth contury it lind enjoyed notoriety a4 the property 
of the Countess of Strathmore?" made known to fame by the brutality of her 
second husband, A. R. Bowes. 

The house and grounds of eleven acres, were sold by Hamilton to the 
National Sottety m 1840. St. Mark's (allege, Chelsea, was built in the 
grounds, and Stanley [louse ix now the Principal's restiiunce. The mame 
survives in Stanley Bridge, the bridge over the adjoining milway, 

The terms of Hamilton's letter to Planta were warmly approved by Lord 
Elgin? ‘JT cannot conesiye anything more proper and dignified than the 
terms you have offer'd to the British Museum.’ The delicate question of 
whether the grant of a Peerage of the United Kingdom could be arranged as 
m part of the whole tmnsaction was also discussed in the correspondence, but 
nothing came of this iden, and the grant of the Bareny of Elgin in the 
United Kingdom was reserved for the next holder of the title in 1849 

As a step towands clearing the collection, Thomson was instructed to 
send down al) the porphyry, verd antique, and other bits of coloured marble 
by sea to Broomball? The nomber of such pieces, which had been 
acquired with a view to opermtiona at Broomball, was considerable. Some 
have cnly served their ultimate purpoes in quite recent rears. 7 

While Hamilton was speniling the latter part of March in bed * from the 
effecta of « Tumble out of my Gig,’ hia letter to Planta wae under con- 
sideration, and on Apri! 3 Planta wrote that he had consulted the Archbishop 
of Canterbury and other Trustees, and that « General Meeting had been 
smmoned for the afternoon of the Sth to consider the whole matter, The 
meeting was held accordingly, the Archbishop in the chair, and it was 
resolved ‘that « Cormmittes be appointed to communicate with Mr. Hamilton, 
and his Majesty's Government respecting the Purchase of Lord Blgin’s 
collention.” Lt was alsu resolved ;

The evidence ooneluded with the answers ent by Bonjamin West m 
reply to questiona of the Committee.

(nthe first head they briefly rmeeited the history of the enterprise, 
stating that, according to evidence, no displeusure was shown by tho Turkiah 
Government, or the local population; and that no attempt was ‘made to 
conserve the remains, which were exposed to frequent injury. 

(m the second head they reported that undowhtodly Lord Elgin Joel 
looked on the enterprise from the first refusal of the Government to 
support: him as his own, and that "he looked upon Nimeelf in this respect 
an aching in a vharacter entirely distinet from his official gituwtion.” It 
would be donbtfal if the Trirkish Ministers, if asked, would be able ‘to 
forin any very distinet diseriminativn a8 hi the character in considerntion 
of which they aculed to Lard Elgin’s request.’ The oceasion made. the 
Turks ‘beyond all precedent propitious to whatever was desired in behalf 
of the English Nation, and Lond Elgin was an Ambassador. The Committee 
agreed with Lent Abentcen and Dr, Hunt: that only an Anibesador 
would have vhbtamed such extarsive powers.

of which is the depreeiation of every commodity, wither of necessity, or funey 
which is bronght to sale.” On the whole the conclusion af the Cammmitter 
was that £35,000 (the price suggested by Lord Aberdoen) was a reasqniahl 
and sufficient price 

They added that on the Townley precedent they considered that the 
Earl of Flyin, ard his heirs boing Earls of Elgm, were entitled to be added 
to the ‘Trustees of the British Museom, and rocomminded the insertion 
of @ clause to that effect, if an Act was necessary for transferring the collection 
to the public 

The Committee added to their repart a short discussion Of thy authorship 
of the Sculptures, and explained but did not wecepl the theory of Hardran’s 
additions to the pediment of the Purthenon.

No time was lost by the Trustees of the British Museum tm obtaining 
aothority for the cimaequential expenditure. On June 17 Mir Ellis: (after-- 
wanls Sir Henry Ellis, lang Principal Librnrian) attended the House, and at 
the bar presented to the House, pursuant t their orders, estimates of the 
expense af a temporary building, and of the femoval of the marbles The 
estimates were referreil to tha Coramittwe of the House, which on the day 
following voted £500 for the expenses of removal andl £1,700 for the 
temporary building. 

The Act of Parliament neressary to complete the purolinse passed 
apparently without further diseuseior:

The enacting clauses which follow arrange (1) that the ‘Treasury should 
issue £35,000 to the Trustees, who shonld. require delivery of the Collention 
before September 1, and on dolivery should satisfy themsdlyes “that the: 
several Statues and other Articies forming the said Collection are then oon- 
formahle to the Catalogue thereuf delivered to a Committes of the House of 
Commons,” after which they should poy over the money. (2) That the 
Collection ahall be vestel in perpetuity in the Trastees of the British 
Miseura.
